A letter written by Samuel Adams in 1768 called 
for an extensive boycott of English imports. Pat¬ 
riots wore homespun clothes and drank rye 
whiskey rather than imported liquor. On De¬ 
cember 3, 1768, Benjamin Barfer, a well-known 
Boston wino, became the first man to get drunk 
solely on rye whiskey for a patriotic cause. He 
consumed 47 barrels of whiskey and toasted the 
Revolution each time he drained his tankard. 
That’s the way it was! 


On December 17, 1773, the day after American 
patriots dressed as Indians had boarded En¬ 
glish tea ships anchored in Boston Harbor and 
had thrown the ships' cargo into the bay, 
another raid took place. Arnold Hemmings, well 
known to be the most tardy man in Boston, ar¬ 
rived at Boston Harbor dressed as an Indian. He 
was arrested by English Regulars and charged 
with indecent exposure. That's the way it was! 
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On December 25,1777 the American and British 
troops were camped for the winter in and 
around Valley Forge. A half-starved Hessian 
soldier came up with an idea to take his mind off 
food. The Hessian's name, E. Yule Gibbon. He 
decorated a tree and then consumed its bark to 
become the first eater of natural food in 
America. That’s the wav it was! 


On March 7, 1770, two days after the Boston 
Massacre. Benedict Browbean went to see the 
Commander of the secret, colonial militia. 
Browbean was wounded at the massacre. He 
was shot in the big toe of his right foot. Brow¬ 
bean was a manual grape presser in a wine vat 
by trade and could no longer work. He de¬ 
manded monetary compensation. He was told 
he would be paid, but he never was. He became 
the first U.S. disabled veteran to be gyped out of 
his benefits. Thgt's the way it was! (And still is!) 


his call wasn't as catchy as Reveres "To arms, to 
arms! The British are coming!" And Dawe's 
famous words are not recorded by history 
books! That's the way it was! 


On April 18, 1775 hardly a man is alive who 
doesn't know about Paul Revere’s ride. What 
many people don’t know is that a man named 
"Will Dawes" also rode the same hills and dales 
Revere did. Dawes also spreead the alarm. Yet.
